The Richmond Times Dispatch 
files tell the.story of what Dr.

One Step Nearer 
To Expressway Finish 


The Fulton County Commission, after a 
consultation with City of Atlanta officials, 
has voted to submit a $12,700,000 bond issue 
to the people on June 2. The City Council 
is expected to give its official sanction within 
a few days. 

We commend the commission on its think- 
ing and on its action. We commend the 
entire group of interested citizens, in public 
office and out, who have been hard at work 
getting this project ready for submission to 
the voters. 

The planning is good. 

First of all, this is a joint citv-county 
project, which is as it should be. The bene- 
fits will be mutual. 

Secondly, the proposed bond issue will 
require no tax increase. 


Thirdly, the planning as written into the 
issue resolution gives priority to the comple- 
tion of the Downtown Connector, the lane 
needed to bridge the congested area between 
the north and south legs of the Expressway. 

That, too, is as it should be. The con- 
nector is the missing link without which the 
other segments lose much of their useful- 
ness. 

Other projects have been tied in with 
the Downtown Connector in a compromise 
between county and city. The objectives are 
desirable and acceptable. 

We congratulate both county and city 
officials on having reached an agreement. 
This compromise can be a landmark. It can 
mean the beginning of the kind of city- 
county co-operation we need to. build this 
metropolitan area to its full potential.

Sen. Tom Connally 


Refuses ‘a Burden’ 


Sen. Tom Connally of Texas has an- 
nounced he will not be a candidate for re- 
nomination. He thus practically assures the 
nomination and election of Atty. Gen. Price 
Daniel, who was put into the race against 
the veteran senator by Gov. Allan Shivers. 
Governor Shivers for a while planned the 
same race himself, but later changed nis mind 
in order to retain the governorship and thus 

be in more direct control of 
the Texas delegation at the 
July convention. 
Senator Connally bows 
out after 23 years in the 
Senate, saying he was un- 
willing to engage in a bit- 
ter, arduous campaign in 
order to see six more years 
of the “crushing burden” of 
Senate responsibilities. 
The Texan had served 
Sen. Connally as chairman of the foreign 
relations committee and in general had served 
it well. But the senator did not understand 
how to meet the encroaching years. He had 
become bitter and acrimonious. He could no 
longer indulge gracefully in the give and 
take of debate. He began to feel imposed 
upon, and to consider that differences of 
opinion were attacks on his integrity. 

He had become so lost to angers that 
he spoke out of turn and inevitably found 
himself in trouble. 

One of these incidents may well have 
been the straw that broke the camel’s back. 
He had spoken foolishly of the American citi- 
zens in Hawaii, implying they were second 
rate. It so happened that during the recent 
World War a regiment of soldiers from 
Hawaii had served alongside a Texas regi- 
ment and in a moment of near disaster had 
rendered the Texans great assistance, saving 
them from capture and probable death. A 
delegation of these came all the way from 
Hawaii to Texas to protest and were hon- 
ored by the soldiers of the Lone Star State.

stockholder receives no more 
than a “fair dividend.” This 
point is quite true, but upon 
analysis the full picture should 
provide a case for labor instead 
of management. 


Upon investigating the origi- 
nal cash investment in the in- 
dustry, you will find that pres- 
ent profits are enormously out 
of line with said investment. 
Though the stockholder receives 
but his conservative 6 per cent 
on market price, the return on 
original investment is way out 
of line. The reinvestment of 
profits before dividends begets 


the stockholder, in addition to 


current dividends, a higher 
value for his stock and a higher 
base for the computation of the 
following year’s dividend rate. 
Though the rate may remain 
substantially the same, the re- 
sultant dividend will be consid- 
erably higher. Please note that 
this pyramids geometrically, 
year after year. 


My primary point may be 
summed up by stating that 
plant and equipment expansion 
is today being used as a subter- 
fuge to deprive labor of a fair 
return and at the same time en- 
able stockholders to chisel Uncle 
Sam out of high bracket in- 
come taxes. Plant expansion is 
no different, basically, than fi- 
nancing new business and as 
such, the investment capital 
should come from the money 
and security markets.

Compromise Slated 


On Civil Rights? 


W ASHINGTON—A serious effort to work out 
a compromise on the controversial civil rights 


issue is under 


way in the Democratic Party. 


Sisduentory consultations have begun, embracing responsible leaders 
in Congress from both the Northern and Southern wings of the 


party. 


Currently confined to a comparatively few key figures, the 


purpose is to broaden the scope of negotiations gradually. 


The hope is to get an accept- 
able compromise in advance of 
the national convention, which 
meets July 21 in Chicago. The 
aim thereby is to avert, if pos- 
sible, a bitter convention battle 
such as that of four years ago. 
At that time Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey (Dem., Minn.), it may be 
recalled, led a successful floor 
rebellion which overturned the 
majority recommendations of 
the resolutions committee for a 
general civil rights plank along 
lines of the 1944 platform and 
inserted, instead, a commitment 
for a compulsory FEPC. 


That precipitated a walk- 
out by many Southern dele- 
gates and led to formation 
subsequently of the Dixie- 
crat independent party which 
broke off four Southern states 
from the Truman - Barkley 
ticket. ~ 


While there have been pri- 
vate, informal discussions among 
Democrats in Congress for a 
compromise for some time, the 
movement gained impetus and 
took definite form with the re- 
cent withdrawal of President 
Truman as a candidate for re- 
nomination, and the opportunity 
this afforded to unite the party 
and bring the South back with- 
in the fold. A group of senators 
now is participating in the ne- 
gotiations whith are proceeding 
independent of the President, 
as did earlier informal] talks. 

If a basis for agreement can 
be found, the plan then is for 

several prominent party leaders 
#4 make speeches in Congress 

discuss compromise proposals 
and thus invite public considera- 
tion and reaction preliminary to 
the July convention. 

The sticking point now, as it 
has been always, is the FEPC. 

The compromise formula 
about which attention is cen- 
tered is that proposed two years 
ago by Rep. Brooks Hays (Dem., 
Ark.), who has worked unceas- 
ingly in behalf of a compromise. 
In recent weeks he has conferred 


with Senator Humphrey, who 
has been, at least, a sympa- 
thetic listener. 

His . compromise bill would 
create a civil rights commission 
within the Labor department, 
advisory in nature, which would 
co-operate with similar com- 
missions within the states in the 
effort to eliminate discrimina- 
tions in employment on account 
of race, color, creed or national 
origin. No compulsion weuld be 
involved. 

Representative Hays’ program 
also includes a_ constitutional 
amendment to abolish the poll 
tax as a requisite for voting, 
which is the case now in only 
six Southern states, and an anti- 
lynching law which would pro- 
vide for federal intervention 
when a state had exhausted its 
resources to cope with such an 
atrocity. 

Sen. Mike Monroney (Dem., 
Okla.) has taken the initiative 
in the compromise movement 
among Democratic senators. 

Significantly, the Hays pro- 
gram was found acceptable quite 
some time ago by Sen. Rich- 
ard B. Russell (Dem., Ga.), now 
an openly avowed candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. At one time the sena- 
tor discussed it with President 
Truman, expressing a willing- 
ness then to subscribe to the 
program as a “package,” to be 
enacted as it stood; but he got 
no encouragement at the White 
House.

Counties Look 


At Road Problems 


Treutlen County, home of State Highway 
Chairman James Gillis, doesn’t have a mile of 


county-paved road. 


Terrell County, home of 


State Highway Board Membér Dixon Oxford, doesn’t have a mile 
of county-paved road. Hall County, home of State Highway Board 
Member John Quillian, doesn’t have but about seven miles of 
county-paved road. Telfair County, home of Governor Talmadge, 
has less than a mile of county-paved road. Lanier County, home of 
former Governor Rivers, doesn’t have a mile of county-paved road. 


We were surprised when we 
saw this information in the 1952 
yearbook of the Association of 
County Commissioners of Geor- 
gia—until we realized that the 
statistics concerned county roads 
NOT on the state highway sys- 
tem. Of course all of these 
counties have a hefty share of 
the paving that has been done 
by the State Highway depart- 
ment over the period of years. 


There are 23 of the 159 
counties which do not have 
a single mile of county-paved 
highway within their bor- 
ders. They have improved 
dirt roads, graded and drained 
roads, soil or gravel surfaced 
roads. 
some farm-to-market roads 
onto its own system and paved 
them. But of the purely 
county roads which are not a 
part of the state system, not 
a single mile is paved in these 
23 counties. 


The counties include Brantley, 
which has a total county mile- 
age of 367.73; Coffee, 576.42; 
Dawson, 241.61; Dodge, 670; 
Echols, 209; Effingham, 717; 
Evans, 225; Glascéck, .231.73; 
Jasper, 446.57; Johnson, 405.95;

A number of other counties 
have less than a mile of paving, 
with individual total mileage 
running into the hundreds of 
miles. 

Fulton and DeKalb Counties 
have done the most paving of 
any counties in the state. Ful- 
ton has laid a total of 396.99 
miles of paving on its purely 
county roads. Fulton’s total 
county mileage is 569.47. De- 
Kalb has put down 213.07 miles 
of paving. Its total county mile- 
age is 698.59. Cobb County has 
135.72 miles of paving on a 
county system of 710.31 miles. 

By and large, the counties of 
Georgia have barely touched 
their own roads with paving. 
The total mileage of county 
roads—not on the state system— 
is 76.811. Of this amount, the 
counties have paved only 2,740.44 
miles. 

Of course, the counties aren’t 
interested in putting every mile 
of county road under pavement. 
It isn’t necessary. The traffie 
of these little roads doesn’t re- 
quire paving. The counties 
have graded and drained 45,- 
671.33 miles and have soil or 
gravel surfaced 12,210.54 miles. 
However, they have left unim- 
proved 16,188.69 miles. 

The county commissioners’ 
chief work is road improvement. 
With many miles of road on the 
county system in poor shape, the 
commissioners are working fast 
and furious to keep the roads 
open to traffic. Many counties 
are lucky if the maintenance 
crews can get completely around 
the county in time to start over 
again with emergency improve- 
ments. 

That brings up a subject for 
discussion at the county commis- 
sioners’ convention in Savannah 
next week. The commissioners 
will try to reach some solution 
to the problem of -permanent 
road maintenance—putting down

Gains during the forenoon ranged 
to 2 points, but in the final analysis 
the composite rate, as measured by 
the New York Times index, showed 
a retreat of 1.72 points. This was 
the widest loss since the first ses- 
sion of the current month.

On balance, the list was de 
cidedly on the lower side, only 224 
of the 1,147 issues traded in the 
stock exchange managing to show 
increases.

Attorneys for Avery. contended, 
that Negroes are discriminated 
against in Fulton‘because a dis- 
proportionate number of Negroes’ 
are placed on the jury lists, and 
because the names of Negroes are 
placed in the jury box on yellow 
cards while the names of white 
jurors are on white cards. 


DISCRIMINATION DENIED 


The Supreme Court held, .how-) 
ever, that the evidence showed 
there was no discrimination in the 
drawing of the jury that tried’ 
Avery. 

In the five-to-two majority opin- 
fon, written by Justice Thomas S. 
Candler, the court also noted that 
“jury service is not a right nor a 
privilege but. a burden that the 
state summons certain of its citi- 
zens to hear, and upon no basis is. 
apportionment of jury duty re- 
quired by the Constitution, the law 
or any decision which we have 
been able to find.’’ 

The court ruled there was no 
evidence to show the jury com- 
missioners had ‘‘arbitarily and sys- 
tematically excluded, upright and 
intelligent colored men because of 
race and color as contended.”’ 

In the particular case involved. 
the court held the placing of the 
names of jurors on different col- 
ored cards did no harm to the de-, 
fendant. | 


HEAD TAKES EXCEPTION | 


Justice T. Grady Head, in a spe- 
cial concurring opinion, however, 
said there is ‘‘neither constitutional 
nor statutory authority for the use 
of diffetent colored paper in plac- 
ing the names of colored jurors in 
the jury box,”’ and added such a 
procedure ‘‘could serve only one 
purpose, to wit, discrimination...” 

Justice Head declared ‘‘such 
practice js wrong and should be 
discontinued at the first oppor- 
tunity to revise the jury lists.” 

Justices. Atkinson and Wyatt dis- 
sented from the majority opinion. 
and Justice Wyatt wrote there was 
“conclusive evidence of discrim- 
nation and for this reason (the 
eonviction) should be reversed.”’

Recent studies 
show what food habits tend to be- 
come poorer as youngsters grow 
up. Children under four were in 
the best condition. Girls 13 to 15 
had the poorest records, particu- 
larly in eating enough calories 
for energy.

FIRST IN GEORGIA 


Atlanta VA Hospital 
Will Get Isotope Unit 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


A radioactive isotope unit—first of its kind in Georgia— 
will be established at the Atlanta VA Hospital (Hospital 48) 
when it reopens in the fall. 
The unit will be used for diag- 
nosis and treatment of patients 
and to carry on basic research. 


It will be located in the new med- 
ical research wing of the 300-bed 
medical and _ surgical hospita! 
where patients will be moved when 
Lawson VA Hospital is closed. 

Dr. WalJter Cargill, VA _ physi- 
cian and associate in medicine at 
Emory University medical school, 
will be the director of the isotope 
unit. 

Dr. Cargill said the unit still is 
in the ‘‘paper work’’ stage but he 
estimated the complex equipment 
alone would cost about $20,000. 

The VA physician said _ there 
were three main types of therapy 
which the unit would make pos- 
sible: 


1. Diagnosis and treatment of 
hyperthyroidmism or—goiter—with 
the radioisotopes themselves, and
